Thousands  assembled  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Burgweidel.  near  Hanover,  to 
inspect  two  trim  cars  equipped  with 
wheels  fitting  the  rails  of  the  branch 
railway  track.  The  first  attempt 
proved  uneventful.  With  a  quarter 
of  the  number  of  rockets  Ignited  by 
mechanical  control,  the  tcnantless 
car  spitting  fire  back  and  front  raced 
half  a  kilometre.  The  second  at- 
tempt, with  a  full  charge  was  to  be 
followed  with  a  third  attempt  with 
Herr  Von  Opal  himself  steering.  On 
the  second  attempt  a  cat  was  In- 
duced, much  against  its  will,  to  get 
in  a  tin  can  affair  affixed  to  the 
driver's  seat  Hardly  had  the  cat 
been  placed  In  the  car  when  after 
It  had  raced  fifty  yards,  an  earsplit- 
ting  noise  rent  the  air  and  the  en- 
tire collection  of  rockets  exploded  at 
once,  lifting  the  car  200  feet  In  the 
air.

I  James  M.  Cox.  three  times  Governor 
ol  Ohio,  who  accompanied  them  lor 
the  first  part  of  the  trip,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  which  were  used  to 
finance  entertainments  for  soldiers 
in  the  different  training  camps.

Last  year,  at  Beacon  Hill  Park,  the 
16th  Canadian  Scottish  held  the 
most  successful  camp  in  the  history 
of  the  organization  Many  Vic- 
torians will  recall  this  camp  with  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure.

It  Is  now  about  three  years  since  the  Educa- 
tional Survey  Commissioners  presented  their 
report  to  the  public.  The  present  seems  an 
opportune  time  to  ask  what  definite  advantages 
have  accrued  to  the  Province  as  a  result  of  that 
somewhat  exhaustive  Inquiry  The  Premier  of 
the  Province,  who  ls  also  Minister  of  Education, 
has  issued  an  election  manifesto  in  which  there 
are  a  few  vague  references  to  the  educational 
activities  of  his  Government,  a  circumstance 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  some  critical  com- 
ment. The  Colonist  has  already  suggested  that 
the  portfolio  of  education  is  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  require  the  undivided  energies  of  a 
responsible  minister  and  should  not  any  longer  be 
regarded  as  a  mere  side  issue.  At  the  very  least 
the  electors  of  the  Province  have  a  right  to  know 
in  some  detail  what  is  the  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  regard  to  this  very  important  part  of 
Ml  duties.  A  glance  at  the  report  in  question 
shows  that  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
concrete  recommendations  were  set  out  for  the 
Government  s  guidance.  How  many  of  these 
have  been  considered  and  carried  into  effect? 

The  Government  has  no  reason  to  complain 
of  these  recommendations  in  point  of  variety  and 
scope  They  cover  a  pretty  wide  range  and  they 
deal  with  fundamentals.  To  take  a  few  examples, 
there  arc  twenty  recommendations  concerning 
finance,  there  are  six  which  bear  upon  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Department  of  Education  itself, 
sixteen  dealing  with  the  activities  of  the  inspec- 
toral staff,  fifteen  with  the  organization  of  the 
Normal  School,  and  seven  upon  desired  im- 
provements in  the  teaching  personnel  of  our  pub- 
lic elementary  and  high  schools  Seven  specific 
recommendations  are  made  with  a  view  to 
accelerating  retarded  pupils  and  so  promoting 
economy  and  efficiency  in  the  administration  of 
the  system.  Much  is  said  in  the  report  regarding 
the  establishment  of  middle  schools.  The  com- 
missioners strongly  recommend  the  establish- 
ment of  an  •  accrediting"  system  In  the  high 
schools  A  good  deal  Is  said  upon  the  subject  of 
discipline  in  the  schools  with  the  view  of  improv- 
ing this  important  feature. 

Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  the  Minister  of 
Education  should  take  the  public  into  his  confi- 
dence and  give  a  plain  account  of  what  his  de- 
partment has  already  done,  is  doing,  and  pro- 
poses to  do  in  trying  out  or  in  carrying  out  these 
recommendations?

The  principal  plank  In  the  provincial  Liberal 
platform  of  1915  was  the  "abolition  of  patronage 
in  every  form."  That  was  one  of  the  chief  themes 
of  the  late  Premier  Brewster  during  the  cam- 
paign when  the  Liberals  were  first  returned  to 
power  in  British  Columbia  With  the  death  of 
Premier  Brewster  the  Liberal  Party  forsook  the 
principle  for  which  he  stood  and  commenced  the 
fashioning  of  a  Political  Machine,  the  ramifica- 
tions of  which  are  now  Interwoven  with  every 
governmental  service  and  touch  every  phase  of 
life  In  the  province.  The  introduction  of  liquor 
control  has  been  an  Immense  factor  In  favor  of 
strengthening  the  Political  Machine.  So-called 
social  legislation  has  also  been  used  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  widening  of  the  area  controlled  by  the 
provincial  police  and  the  consequent  additions 
to  the  personnel  of  that  force  have  brought  the 
administration  of  law  itself  into  closer  harmony 
with  the  patronage  system.  Public  works,  carried 
out  now  on  an  ever-Increasing  scale,  have  pro- 
vided the  opportunity  for  favored  contractors  to 
seal  up  votes  for  their  employers  by  engaging 
employees  favorable  to  the  Government  In  power. 
Campaign  contributions  under  the  patronage 
system  have  grown  rapidly  in  volume. 

Liquor  control  in  this  province  has  been 
marked  by  the  employment,  through  the  At- 
torney-Oeneral  s  office,  of  '  stool  pigeons"— those 
who,  with  the  connivance  of  authority,  commit 
crime  In  order  that  crime  may  be  discovered  and 
punished.  These  "stool  pigeons"  have  been 
agents  for  political  party  purposes.  Officially 
they  go  under  the  more  euphonious  title  of  "law 
enforcement  officers."  and  we  are  inclined  to 
think  tliat  as  such  there  are  many  on  the  pay- 
roll of  the  Liberal  Government  who  are.  ex  of- 
ficio, active  agents  of  the  Liberal  Party.  They 
are  paid  for  with  the  taxpayers'  money  for  serv- 
ices they  do  not  always  perform.  If  we  are 
wrong  In  this  assumption  the  Government,  or  the 
Liquor  Control  Board,  could  disclose  what  the 
situation  actually  ls  by  publishing  the  full  list  of 
all  the  employees  of  the  Board  with  all  details  of 
their  duties  and  accomplishments  during  some 
years  past.  At  present  the  list  is  not  known.  It 
has  not  been  furnished  to  the  Legislature  What 
U  known,  however,  Is  that  It  Ls  only  possible  for 
Liberals,  whose  faith  is  assured,  to  be  "law  en- 
forcement officers"  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board. 
We  venture,  moreover,  to  say  that  these  officials 
can  only  be  appointed  with  the  connivance  of  the 
Attorney-General  himself,  and  to  this  extent  at 
least  the  Liquor  Control  Board  is  far  from  being 
divorced  from  party  politics  as  has  been  claimed. 

The  system  of  patronage  has  been  extended  to 
such  lengths  that  there  are  few  if  any  people  In 
British  Columbia  who  do  not  know  of  its  opera- 
tions. It  Is  exemplified  In  every  appointment 
that  W>  made  to  the  Civil  Service,  except  in  those 
cases  where  perfunctory  examinations  are  held. 
The  Civil  Service  Commissioner  ls  a  titular  role, 
for  the  incumbent  of  that  office  is  subservient  In 
every  particular  to  the  Ministers  in  power.  It  in 
political  faith,  not  merit,  that  Is  the  guiding 
fattor  in  the  making  of  political  appointments 
Dr.  MacLean.  the  Premier,  knows  this,  but  he 
bows  to  the  strength  of  the  Political  Machine 
which  has  become  all-powerful  in  British  Colum- 
bus politics  Some  Indication  of  its  operations

Sir.  —I  have  received  many  con- 
gratulations on  the  letter  I  wrote 
to  you  a  few  days  ago  upon  this 
subject.  In  that  letter  I  alluded  to 
the  Incapacity  of  the  members  of 
the  parks  committee  of  the  city 
council  to  understand  the  duties  and 
responsibility  of  their  office  An  in- 
stance of  this  incapacity  has  now 
occurred  The  funds  allowed  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  parks  are 
quite  insufficient.  There  is  not 
enough  money  even  to  keep  the 
weeds  out  of  the  flower  beds  that 
border  the  road  leading  into  the 
park  from  the  end  of  Michigan 
Street,  yet  the  commissioners  com- 
mit the  extravagance  of  erecting  a 
hideous  board  against  one  of  thelr 
noble  oak  trees  to  commemorate  the 
names  of  some  dozen  or  so  people 
who  have  planted  trees  in  its  vi- 
cinity. Most  of  these  people  are 
absolutely  Insignificant  persons,  and 
If  the  rest  of  their  work  ls  to  be 
measured  by  their  attempts  at  ar- 
boriculture the  sooner  they  are  for- 
gotten the  better,  as  some  of  the 
•  re.  1  planted  are  already  either  dead 
or  very  sick  indeed  To  dig  a  hole 
In  the  ground,  place  a  young  tree 
In  it  and  then  hurriedly  shovel  In 
some  earth  round  Its  roots  is  not 
the  best  way  to  plant  a  tree  even 
at  the  proper  time  for  the  perform- 
ance. In  the  Autumn,  and  to  do  it  in 
Aprii  or  May  Is  positively  chUdish. 
The  superintendent  of  parks  knows 
this  1  or  ought  to>  as  well  as  I  do 
and  he  ought  not  to  countenance 
the  foolLsh  proceeding.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  transplant  a  tree  in  the 
Spring,  and  it  can  only  be  accom- 
plished by  the  exercise  of  a  great 
deal  of  care  and  skill.  So  these 
poor  trees  stand  now  as  mournful 
monuments  of  the  Incapacity  of 
those  people  whose  names  are  so 
prominently  displayed  by  the  com- 
missioners, who  have  thus  erected  a 
monument  to  their  own  bad  taste 
and  incapacity. 

The  board  ought  to  be  taken  down 
at  once  Its  cost  would  have  paid 
for  the  weeding  of  the  flower  beds 
I  have  mentioned  It  is  a  blot  on 
the  landscape  and  seriously  inter- 
'  feres  with  the  appearance  of  that 
pnrt  of  Beacon  Hill  Park  It  looks 
like  the  advertisement  of  a  real 
estate  firm  Possibly  if  so  much 
money  was  not  wasted  by  the  Mayor 
on  trips  to  Southern  California  to 
try  to  induce  American  speculators 
to  buy  abandoned  city  lots,  there 
would  be  more  money  available  to 
keep  the  park  tn  g°°d  order,  when 
It  would  serve  as  a  pleasure  to  our 
own  people  and  the  best  possible 
advertisement  Victoria  could  have.

Mr.  Malleson  says  the  pasha  class 
in  the  towns  maintain  an  agitation 
aganist  the  British  owUig  to  the 
way  in  which  they  have  been  pre- 
vented from  continuing  oppression 
under  former  regimes  and  that  the 
fellahin.  or  peasant  class,  welcome 
the  better  conditions  which  have 
been  brought  about  during  the 
British  suzerainty,  in  which  the'r 
lot  has  been  gradually  raised  from 
virtual  slavery  to  free  contract  'Hie 
withdrawal  of  the  British  from 
Egypt  wonld  probably  undo  the 
work  of  Lord  Cromer  and  his  suc- 
cessors. 

The  anti-British  movement  ap- 
pears to  oscillate  with  the  measure 
of  thoroughness  with  which  the 
restless  classes  are  controlled,  Mt. 
Malleson  says,  and  Egypt  will  con- 
tinue to  yield  Just  as  soon  as  firm- 
ness Is  exercised.  The  recent  Inter- 
vention to  halt  weakening  of  the 
r:ot  laws  prevented  an  outbreak  in 
which  the  lives  of  foreigners  would 
be  unsafe.  He  believes  that  the 
firmer  policy  adopted  will  be  better 
for  the  Egyptians  as  well  as  for  the 
foreigners  who  have  business  in  the 
country  and  have  developed  its  re- 
sources after  centuries  of  stagna- 
tion under  Turkish  domination. 

The  staple  industry  of  Egypt,  says 
Mr.  Malleson.  is  undoubtedly  that  of 
cotton  growing,  the  vast  bulk  of  the 
output  being  carried  to  the  ginning 
stage  and  shipped  to  the  textile 
factories  of  Europe  and  New  Eng- 
land for  manufacture  The  Egyp- 
tian cotton  makes  good  sewinrc 
stock  and  is  in  general  demand  for 
the  export  trade  The  fertile  delta 
of  th-  Nile,  developed  by  Irrigation, 
is  the  soil  upon  which  the  cotton 
thrives  and  which  yields  not

There  are  two  or  three  portraits 
by  Alan  Ramsay.  the  Scottish 
painter,  whose  pictures  steadily 
grow  in  value,  as  his  genius  Is  better 
recognized,  and  one  beautiful  pic- 
ture of  Young  Coke  of  Norfolk  when 
he  reached  Rome  In  1772  on  the 
grand  tour,  and  went  to  a  fancy 
dress  dance  at  the  Embassy  In  a 
grey  satin  suit  trimmed  with  coral, 
looking  so  handsome  that  the  pretty 
wife  of  Charles  Edward,  whose  age 
belled  his  title  of  the  "Young  Pre- 
tender," had  his  picture  palnteo 
and  prevented  to  him,  no  doubt  with 
the  intention  that  he  would  note 
the  likeness  to  herself  of  the 
i\rtadne  languishing  In  the  corner.

The  statues  of  this  wonderful 
eighteenth  century  Palace  of  Art 
are  as  famous  as  the  pictures. 
There  Is  a  headless  Diana  that  once 
belonged  to  Cicero,  a  Neptune  in 
Parian  marble,  a  faun  found  in  the 
Campagna  and  many  other  treas- 
ures, fitting  possessions  of  an  owner 
who  lived  In  spacious  days  of  Oar- 
gantuan  feasts  and  unbounded  hos- 
pitality, when  household  gear  was 
transported  tn  farm  wagons  when 
the  family  moved  up  to  town  for 
the  opening  of  Parliament  and 
royalty  paid  an  annual  visit,  as  a

The  library  at  "Holkham"  !• 
known  to  every  book  collector  all 
over  the  world  An  American  once 
ofTered  the  present  owner  £1.000,000 
Tor  the  entire  contents  and  was  re- 
fused, but  four  missals  were  bought 
for  a  colossal  sum  by  Mr  Plerpont 
Morgan  The  most  valuable  of  the 
old  books  are.  of  course,  securely 
guarded,  but  the  afternoon  sun  falls 
gently  through  the  tall  Windows  on 
hundreds  of  volumes  that  form  that 
most  pleasant  of  all  tnpestrtes.  the 
cunningly  gilded  backs  of  great

The  tales  one  Is  told  of  Coke  of 
Norfolk  are  Innumerable  "of  his 
inger  at  the  Princes  duplicity  nvrr 
ihe  ritrherbert  marriage,  when  he 
allowed  Fox  to  assure  the  Commons 
It  had  not  taken  place,  and  Thomas 
Coke  replied  to  the  Prince  of  Wales'

The  genesis  of  the  great  business 
was  the  partnership  of  Henry 
Brackman,  of  Victoria,  and  Jam. 
Milne,  a  Scottish  miller.  These 
pioneers,  in  1878,  laid  the  foun- 
nation  of  the  Brackman-Ker  Milling 
Co.  Ltd..  by  building  an  oatmeal  and 
feed  mill  at  Shoal  Bay.  in  North 
Saanich  The  mill  was  a  primitive 
one.  but  from  the  very  first  It 
aimed  at  turning  out  a  high-grade 
product.  The  Colonist  of  January 
24.  1878.  notes  that  the  North 
Saanich  Orist  Mill  "has  now  com- 
menced grinding  every  variety  of 
grain,  more  particularly  oats."  and 
comments  that  "this  will  prove  on 
undoubted  benefit  to  the  country, 
as  hitherto  all  the  oatmeal  has  had 
to  be  imported  from  the  United 
States." 

The  beginning  of  the  business,  in 
1878.  was  a  small  mill  built  nn  the 
old  McDonald  farm  at  Shoal  Bay, 
I  Saanich  Mr  Donald  McDonald 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  farmers  on 
the  Saanich  district,  and  donated 
four  acres  as  a  site  for  the  mill  The 
idea  of  this  gift  was  to  assure  Its 
erection,  securing  a  market  for  the 
grain  grown  In  the  Saanich  farming 
district,  and  nt  the  same  time  pro- 
viding farmers  with  a  source  of 
flour  supply  and  with  mill  by- 
products for  their  cattle 

In  addition  to  the  oatmeal,  which 
was  ground  on  the  old-fashioned 
stones,  wheat  flour  was  grtst-d  from 
local  wheat  grown  in  the  Saanich 
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plant  made  it  impossible  to  produce 
more  than  about  three  tons  of  meal 
per  week  Monday  and  Tuesday  of 
each  week  were  reserved  for  the 
drying  of  oats.

Brackman  <V 
Ker  opened  their  first  Victoria 
branch  of  the  business  In  a  small 
store  on  Wharf  Street  This  irom 
the  beginning  was  under  the  man- 
agement and  direction  of  the 
junior  partner,  David  Russell  Ker: 
Mr  Brackman  remained  at  Saanich 
in  charge  of  the  mUl  and  store.

Basement  wans  snould  be  water- 
tight above  and  below  grade.  Water 
seeping  through  imperfect  mortar 
Joints  or  cracked  walls  will  damage 
material  stored  in  the  cellar.  It 
also  ls  likely  to  damage  the  heating 
and  other  equipment.  It  will  cause 
discomfort,  make  necessary  expen- 
sive repairs  or  replacements  and 
will  weaken  the  structure. 

The  first  precaution  to  be  taken  | 
where  concrete  blocks  are  used  for 
foundation  walls  is  to  see  that  the 
footing!  are  strong  enough  to  sup- 
pOli  the  building    without    settle-  j 
ment.    These    must    extend  below 
possible     frost    penetration    even  I 
though  Arm  bearing  soil  is  found 
at  a  shallower  depth,  because  of 
the  possibility  of  upheaval  as  a  re- 
sult of  freezing 

Concrete  footings  always  should 
be  laid  on  firm,  dry  soil.  Soft  soil, 
loam  or  decaying  matter  must  be 
removed.  The  bearing  power  of 
soiLs  is  variable  Some  earth  can- 
not be  loaded  safely  with  more  than 
one  ton  to  th?  <uare  foot  Hard 
gravel  and  weii  compacted  clay  will 
carry  about  eight  tons  to  the  square 
foot.  Some  rock  can  be  loaded  up 
to  100  tons. 

I   \I>S  OF  VARIOl  |  lOOJ 

Soft  clay  will  safely  support  a 
load  of  one  ton  to  the  square  foot. 
Wet  sand  and  firm  clay  will  support 
two  tons;  One  and  dry  sand,  three 
tons;  hard,  dry  clay  and  coarse 
sand,  four  tons;  gravel  six  tons. 

A  footing  eighteen  inches  wide 
and  twelve  Inches  thick  is  usually 
sufficient  for  the  small  dwelling. 
Many  competent  designers  and 
builders  use  such  an  assumed  figure 
as  this  In  preference  to  figuring  the 
weight  of  each  house  and  its  con- 
tents separately.  However,  it  ls  best 
to  figure  the  weight  and  then  estab- 
lish the  width  of  the  footings  ac- 
cordingly. 

After  footings,  the  next  Important 
precaution  In  making  basement 
walls  of  concrete  blocks  watertight 
is  to  see  that  the  Joints  are  well 
filled  with  mortar  and  carefully 
pointed  If  the  subsoil  does  not 
have  a  good  drainage,  a  line  of 
drain  tile  should  be  placed  entirely 
around  the  outside  of  the  footing. 
This  should  be  connected  to  a  suit- 
able outlet  A  proper  grade  should 
be  excavated  so  that  there  will  be  a 
uniform  slope  to  the  drain  tile.

The  excavation  above  the  tile 
should  be  filled  with  a 
terial  through  which  the 
seen  easily.  Backfilling  may  then 
be  completed  with  earth  which  is 
well  compacted  and  the  surface 
sloped  away  from  the  structure.  If 
for  any  reason  it  Is  Impossible  to 
run  a  line  of  tile  around  the  outside, 
the  tile  may  be  placed  on  the  In- 
side of  the  footing  and  slightly  be- 
low It. 

If  the  soil  is  one  that  holds  water, 
or  If  the  water  table  Is  likely  to  rise 
much  above  the  footings,  a  special 
waterproof  ting  of  the  exterior  sur- 
face Is  recommended.  This  ls  done 
by  applying  two  coats  of  Portland 
cement  mortar,  or  by  coating  the 
surface  with  hot  tar.  pitch  or  other 
asphaltlr  preparation.
